Local Civil Service union 
coordinators believe that the 
numbers involved in their 
“hard-core” support inside 
GCHQ might be sufficient to 
force management to consider 
an alternative to sacking them.

- A survey of the Vauxhall area, an 
areca of multiple deprivation, revealed 
that. unlike the children of the 
“esıablished” working class who are 
encouraged bv 1heir parents tO see 
career prospects in education and to 
believe that school has some relevance, 
the Vauxhall children had no such 
illusions. These children recognize that 
school was marginal to their lives. 

One consequence is that juvenile 
crime is high, A quarter of all

offenders are never caught. Vandalism 
in Liverpool is not just a question of 
smashing windows.

Last Sunday morning | was

have the beneficial effect of obliging 
American governmenls to concen- 
trate on political rather than military 
persuasions, sometimes does no 
more than cause military solutions 
to be adopted in a half-hearted 
fashion. The spectacle of the US 
Navy standing safely off Beirut. 
blastıng shells more or less into the 
void as a face-saving exercise. is the 
pitiful reductio ad absurdum of the 
twin fallacies. 

What happens now 
American end of this story? it is 
useless, of course, to expect that the 
Reagan . Adminisiration will over- 
aight renounce the Truman Doc- 
trine or shake off the national 
instinct to try to solve problems by 
throwing money and technology al 
them. What is clear, however, is that 
the President is ir quite serious 
political trouble as a result of what 
has happened.

Reagan has not got a lot going for 
hira. If is true that there is aow.an 
outside chance that American 
diplomacy. and American leverige. 
will unblock the road Lo a solution of 
the Namibian problem and a 
curtailment of Soviet ipfluence in 
southern Africa. But thé intentions 
of the South African government in 
that matter are still suspect: 
and in any case a claim to have 
evicted the Cubans from s 
as remate from Obvious American 
interests as Angola vould not 
necessarily cut a lot of"ice in an 
American election carnpzign: even if 
‘it could be juslified. Likewise, 
Central and South Amrrica scem 
likely. for the foreseeable, future. 10 
cause far more troublt for the 
Reagan campaign thal OpPpOr- 
tunities for SU salesman- 
ship. 

What is left, then? Thee is not 
much rrore ‘electoral milge to be 
got ou of further calls to arms 
against the Red Peril. For one thing, 
the American public seem 1o be 
tiring of them; for anothr, they 
provoke the awkward qıestion: 
“What have you lot been doing 
about the Red Peril for the las three 
and a half years. then?” The ogical 
conclusion is that nothing nuch 
remains except {o reengagc N a 
dialogue with the Soviet Unionand 
to try to extracî as much froh a 
peace platform as credibility nd 
Russian suspicions will allow, . 

It is perhaps a bit too early foe 
sure that the President will accet 
this logic. It would, after ali. requir

Last week President Reagan was 
subjected. t0 a startlingly unfamiliar 
ordeal.

And 
where do we go from here?” 

Given the normal sycophancy of 
the White House . press corps or 
these occasions, this catechism must 
be regarded as a shatiering piece of 
incivility. Nor was it a piece of 
maverick enterprise by some Demo- 
crat reporter. It was followed by a 
barrage of insinuations that the head 
of state had been fiddling on his 
Californian ranch while  Beinut 
bumed: to which the President

The US really has 
suffered an important loss of 
preslige, and probably of influence, 
because people believe it so. But 
whose fault 1s tha? Answer: a long 
succession of American presidents, 
culminating in Ronald Reagan, who 
have fed 1wo fatal beliefs. 7

“Yes; whose 
do you black” The two Quaker 
ladies discussing the Contest between 
Lincoln ard Jefferson Davis. “f 
think Jefferson will succeed." “Why 
does thee think so?” "Because 
Jefferson is a praying man.” "And so 
is Abraham a praying man.” “Yes. 
said the first, “but the Lord will 
think Abraham is joking.”

fow jokes, and his unpresidential 
frivality. He was called a baboon 
and buffoon. When asked how il fell 
10 be President, he .replied: “You 
have heard about the man larred 
and feathered and ridden out ‘of 
town on a rail? A man in the crowd 
asked how he liked il, and his reply 
was that if it wasn't for the honour 
of the thing, he would much rather 
walk.” Abe demonstrated the 
healthy truth that it is possible to be 
deadly serious: and still to make 
jokes. Let us have some good oncs 
in election year. 


To consider polities a comedy and 
politicians clowns is onc approach. 
To adopt it as a cornprehenşive 
principle may be going too far. The 
original meaning of “idiot” was a 
private person who opted out of 
public tife, and treated the whole 
business as a farce, Sut the year of 
the American presidential election 
provides, among other things, a 
grand show of political comedy. 

This is not to argue that the 
election of the most powerful office- 
holder in the world is unimportant. 
And the method of election, 
although it has its eccentricities, is 
more dernocratic than in most other 
states on earth; cerainly more 
democratic than. for instance, the 
ways in which the British get their 
prime ministers. But comedy, and 
particularly the  wisecrack and 
cracker-barrel philosophy. are tra- 
ditional aspects of presidential 
politics.

Iraq has frequently threatened to 
atiack Iran's oil installations, and as 
recently as last Monday claimed to 
have done so. though neither Iran 
nor anyone else seems to have found 
any evidence of its alleged attack on 
ihe major Iranian oil terminal at 
Kharg Island. Iran has said that if its 
ability to export oil were destroyed, 
it would close the Strait of Hormuz. 

A complete closure of the Strait 
would eliminale about 20 per cent of 
the non-communist world's supplies 
of crude oil, 

On the other hand, Iran needs 1o 
export its oil to finance its war 
efforL and as the second largest 
exporler through 1he Strait, it is 
sirongly in ils interest to keep the 
waterway open as long as it can get 
any oil out, To close the Strait would 
in any case be a formidabie task. 

AL ils narrowest point it is wider 
than the English Channel, 
roughly 25 miles being equivalent to 
more than 100 of the world's largest 
superlakers laid end to end. Any

closed by sinking physical obstacles

Charities and VAT

Sir. 1 would like, on bebalf of the 
Charities’ VAT Reform Group. 
representing over 300 charities, to 
correct some of the misleading 
comments made by Lord Bruce- 
Gardyne in his article, “No charity 
for the charities” (February 15). 

The Charities’ VAT Refom 
Group does not have an annual pre- 
Budget meeting with the Chancellor; 
it has never claimed that VAT is 
payable on donations and only seeks 
to gain relief on charitable activities 
to bring charities into line with 
statutory authorities and commer- 
cial companies. The Spastics So- 
ciety's research has shown that there 
are now 200,000 active registered 
charities in this country. 

Lord Bı yne’s first main 
objection, that VAT relief would not 
necessarily benefit the most popular 
and deserving charities, can equally 
be applied to the other forms of 
fiscal benefit and concession that 
charities receive, The Government 
in which Lord Bruce-Gardync was a 
Treasury minister substantially 
expanded tax concessions to chari- 
ties on an entirely unselective basis. 

Nor do we need to be reminded of 
the “crazy Fie" within the tax 
system. rd Bruce-Gardyne 
showed himself willing to extend the 
haphazard tax system during the last 
Government by announcing VAT 
relief for health authorities as an 
inducement to privatize certain 
services. 

However desirable reform of the 
1ax system must be, it should be 
stressed that each year the members 
of the Charities’ VAT Reform 
Group are İosing about £10m, 
money which Lord yne 
himself points out could be used for 
other vilal services. 

Finally I, and many others 
connected with charities, find il 
offeosive that genuine charitable 
activity is equated with the work of 
football clubs. 

However, I welcome his recog- 
nition that VAT relief should not be 
withheld on grounds of cost or 
administrative complexity.

There is some irony in the fact 
that ibe most widespread reason 
for small companies going bust 
is overtrading. The problem is 
concentration oun in 
turnover without having first 
ensured that adequate capital is 
availabie. 1 

While the small business 
principal canı justifiably argue 
that higher tumover wil one 
day work through 10 profits. 
banks are usually averse to 
increasing their exposure with 
further overdrafts -and loans. 
The small business usually’ then 
turrıs ircreasingly to putting off 
payment to creditors. 

That path has many pitfalls 
and by the time an entrepreneur 
realizes that there is serious 
fmancial difficulty, it is usually 
too late to save the business. 

Not surprisingly. the two 
creditors who most usually 
initiate the winding up are the 
tax authorities and the clearing 
banks. 

That is not likely to change 
when the insolvency law re- 
forms come in. But there will be 
a possibility of a moratorium of 
debtors through the courts 
being enabled to appoint a aew 
figure called an administrator 
able to çake over a company's 
management at an earlier stage 
than receivers. 

It is by no means clear yet

Little time teeded {o be spent 
upon the argument on behalf of the 
NUJ, which was „purely one of 
statutory construction. thal TBF, 
although a separate COrPOtaLE entity 
from T. Bailey Forman Lid was 
nevertheless a party 1o the trade 
dispute between the NUJ and the 
laner company. 

The reason why English statutory 
law, apd that of all other ing 
countries, had long permitted the 
creation of corporations as artificial 
persons distinct from their indivi- 
dual shareholders and from that of 
any other corporation even though 
the shareholders of both corpor- 
ations were identical, was to enable 
business to be undertaken wilh 
fimited financial liability in the 
event of the business proving to be a 
failure, 

The “corporate veil" in the case 
of companies incorporated under 
the Companies Act was drawn by 
statute so provided: but in view of 
ils raison d'etre and ils COnsistent 


r Salamon & Co 
{(T89TAC 22) one would expect 
that any parliamentary intention to 
pierce the corporate vei] would be 


expressed in clear and unequivocal 


language. 

His Lordship did not wholly 
exclude the possibility that even in 
the absence Of express words stating 
that in specified circumstances one 
company, although separalely incor- 
porated, was to be treated as shariı 
the same legal personality f 
another, a purposive construcuon of 
the statute might nevertheless lead 
inexorably to the conclusion 1ha! 
such must have been the intention 
of Parliament. 

„_ It was argued for the NUJ in the 
inslant case that because TBF and 
Bailey Forman lid were 
operating companies with identical 
shareholding and were companies of 
which a sirgle holding company had 
control, TBF as well as T, Bailey 
Forman Lld was an “employer who 
is party to the dispute” between the 
NUJ and T. Bailey Forman Lid. 

_ That seemed to be a quite 
impossible construction to put upon 
the phrase “an employer who is a 
party to the dispute" in the context 
in which it appeared in section 17 
(3). That subsection was followed 
immediately by subsection (4) 
which deali wilh sccondary action 
against an “associated employer”. 

By subsection (7). the definition 
of the expression “associated 
employer" in the 1974 Act was 
adopted for the purposes of section 
17 of the 1980 Act.

TFB was thus an associaled 
employer of T. Bailey Forman Lid. 
Section 17(4) read ın conjunction 
with scclion 17(IXb), legalised a 
parlicular kind of secondary action 
f it was dirccted a nst an 
"associated employer of an cm- 
ployer who is a party to the 
dispute". although it would be 
unlawful if il were directed againsi 
any other person. 

If one were to accep! lhe 
construction of section 17(3) of the 
198Û Act for which the NUJ 
contended. subsection (4) would be 
entirely otiose: and if an 1 
employer were ips? /acio an 
“employer who is a party to" the 
suıL the phrase in subsection 4 
wnııld make nonsense 

In the passage ciled from 
American Cyvanamid Co v Ethicon 
Lid it was said that it was no part of 
the court's funciuon on an appli- 
cation for an interlocutory injunc- 
tion 1o decide difficult questions of 
law which called for detailed 
argumemM and mature consider- 
ation. 

The argument thal as a mailer of 
statutory consiruclion TBF as an 
associated company of T. Bailey 
Forman Ltd was “an employer who 
is a party to lhe dispute" within the 
meaning of section 1 7(3) of the 1980

which fell within thai category.

The evidence that was before the 
judge ınade it perfectly clear thal the 
NUJ journalists acknowledged that 
by refusing to provide copy for the 
Dimbleby newspapers so long as 
they were to be printed by TBF they 
were breaking their contracts, albeit 
they were doing so reluctantly upon 
the instructions, enforceable by 
disciplinary sanctions, that had 
been given to hem by the NUJ. 

But for the fact that, contrary tO 
the unanimous opinion of the Court 
of Appeal. the judge himsell 
appeared to have thought that there 
was a trade dispute between 
Diatbleby and the NUJ as to the 
terms and conditions of employ- 
ment by Dimbleby of the NUJ 
journalists his Lordship would not 
have thought that on that issue the 
evidence before the judge raised any

That contention did not appear to 
have been advanced on behalf of the 
NUJ before either the judge or the 
Courf of Appeal. Even if an 
argument to that effect could have 
been advanced with any degree of 
plausibility before the amendment 
of section 29 of the 1974 Act by 
secon 18 of the 1982 AcL all 
vestige of plausibility was removed 
by lhe amended definitions of 
“trade dispute” and “worker” found 
in subsections (2) and (6). 

The effect of section _18(2) was to 
redcfine “trade dispute” as a dispute 
between workers and their employer 
wholly “or mainly related to” one or 
more of the matters listed in section 
29%1). Section 186). so far as 
relevanı. provided ıhat * worker’ in 
relation to a trade dispute with an 
employer means a worker employed 
by hat employer”, 

So allocation of work or duties of 
employment between workers or 
groups of workers as a possible 
subject of a trade dispute waş now 
limited to demarcation issues 
between workers or groups of 
workers cmpioyed by the same 
employer. The Hikeliiood of the 
NUJ succeeding in Ihal particular 
defence was nil. 

It was not now disputed thal in 

October 1983 there was still in 
existence a trade dispute between 
1he NUJ and T. Bailey Forman. 
That had the consequence thal it 
bccame necessary to apply the four- 
stage process of examination of the 
facts in evidence before the judge 
which. according to the analysis of 
the section by their Lordships’
